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PREFACE  TO  THE  FOURTH  EDITION. 


Thk  first  collection  of  Talo  Songs  was  issued  in  1853,  by  N."W.  T.  Root, 
■Si  and  J.  K.  Lombard,  '54.  It  contained  about  50  songs.  Two  editions 
were  exhausted,  and  in  1858  an  enlarged  book  was  compiled  by  Ed- 
ward C.  Torter,  '58 — of  which  a  second  edition  appeared  in  I860. 

In  the  College  Song  Book  (1800),  compiled  by  C.  "NVistar  Stevens,  of 
Harvard,  a  numberof  Talo  songswero  published  with  the  tunes.  The 
Cannula  Yalensia  (1867>  was  the  first  Tale  collection.  It  was  cditod  by 
1-Yrd.  V.  D.  Garretson,  '06,  the  tunes  which  were  added  to  thoso  in  the 
C<ylk'jc  Song  Book,  being,  for  tho  most  part,  arranged  by  (has.  S.  Elliot, 
Y.7.  This  vrus  followed  by  tho  first  edition  of  the  present  work,  the  Songs 
OF  Yale,  edited  by  C.  S.  Elliot,  '67.  In  1873  a  new  edition  of  the  Carmina 
Ta'ensia  was  published,  corrected  and  much  enlarged,  under  the  sup- 
ervision of  S.  T.  Dutton  and  J.  O.  Ileald,  of  '73.  One  year  after,  tho  third 
edition  cf  the  Songs  of  Talk  appeared  with  a  few  of  the  later  songs  in 
an  appendix. 

The  college  singing  now  in  vogue  was  started  on  the  introduction  of 
••Gaudeamus"  and  ''Integer  Vitae,'' from  the  German  Universities,  by 
R.  Storrs  Willis,  '41.  Since  then  tunes  have  been  appropriated  from 
vaiious  sources  in  accordance  with  the  changing  circumstances  of  college 
life.  The  Glee  Clubs  have  added  most  of  the  better  class  of  music,  espe- 
cially since  1871,  and  it  is  by  them  that  the  fence  songs  are  saved  from 
oblivion.  In  the  present  edition  of  this  woik  the  old  pieces  are  retained, 
and  all  the  new  college  songs,  as  sung  by  the  Glee  Clubs  from  1871  to 
187G,  have  been  added,  making  it  the  most  complete  collection  of  college 
songs  yet  published.  The  melody  of  the  new  songs  has  been  assigned 
to  the  second  tenor,  so  that  it  may  be  sung  as  a  solo  and  the  other  parts 
uedai  an  accompaniment.
